A Western Babbit Turn 


Ever since the cold snap, the 


Washoe and Plate Indians have been 
selling jack rabbits in astonishing 
quantities at figures which have 
ruled considerably; below their usual 
market prices. Bill Jackson, who 
has been hunting for a week, tells a 
remarkable story in connection with 
this bountiful supply. A few days 
ago he visited King's Canon, and 
there he asserts he found acres of 
jack rabbits frozen stiffen the ground 
Rather than shoulder the responsi- 
bility of the remarkable statement, 
we give the yarn in Jackson's own 
words; 


"You 
see the cold snap drove 


the rabbits into the canon out of the 
wind. One moonlight night I came 
across a drove of over five hundred 
making for the canon. They were 
all huddled together, getting as much 
warmth as possible from each other's 
bodies. The drove were packed to- 
gether as close as the threads ot a 
three-ply carpet, and as they moved 
along they looked like a big army 
blanket drawn over the ground. 
They passed close by me, and when 
I fired into the drove "with a shot- 
gun, eight or ten dropped, but the 
others closed right up and passed on 
as before. This drove was making 
for Ash canon. I didn't think at 
the time exactly what was up, but a 
few days ago I was up to King's 
Canon,' 2nd there I saw a sight 
which was the most uncommonest 
thing I ever glued my eyes to. 
There were the rabbits.—acres of'em 
all huddled together in a bunch, and 
packed like sardines, and every one 
of'em froze stiff as a wedge. I turn 
up the edge of the mass with my 


gun, and broke off a slice with a doz- 
en in all stuck together. Presently 
some Indians came along and began 
to yell. They concluded they had 
struck a meat bonanza, and they've 
bet n luggin off the rabbits over biuce 
That's the reason rabbits are so cheap 
around the town. Why, out in the 
brush you can find whole gangs o 
Vm standin' on their hind legs, anc 
frozen stiff. 
I shot a single one the 


other day 'eposin' he was alive."

How They Wrow Trees on the Prairie*. 


Correspondence St. Paul Pioneer-Press. 
During the winter time cut cotton- 


wood poles, trimming them up and 
then aawing them into pieces about one 
foot long. Tn the spring, as soon as 
the frost will permit plowing, draw a 
deep furrow where a row of trees is 
wanted, lay in the pieces, using none 
ess than two inches in diameter, as far 
apart as desired, turn a furrow on the 
)ieces, then a third furrow as in plow- 
ng land, harrow a little—that is all. 
The trees will come up from the pieces 
,ndgrow steadily and much faster than 
cuttings or young trees set out. They 
should when planted this way never be 
cultivated, as they grow so swiftly and 
tall the first year or two that the wind 
will break some of them off unless they 
lave weeds to protect them. The piece 
of pole forms a root and possesses suffi- 
eient sap to make the trees grow, even 
on high gravel soil. I have seen trees 
Wanted in this way live and thrive, 
ihough eaten off by the poppers the 
irst season close to the ground.

visorship in the Springfield and Quincy 
district appears to grow out of a rivalry 
between the two cities.
